Southern California. 


In the past two years the southern half 
of this State, particularly along the coast, 
has received large accessions to its popu- 
lation, and its industries have been rapidly 
developed. The mild and delightful win- 
ters have been a source of attraction to 
Eastern people, and Santa Barbara and 
San Luis Obispo counties have become 
celebrated for their healthfulness and free- 
dom from extremes of temperature. The 
local newspapers have elaborately set forth 
the advantages of their several localities, 
and the “Santa Barbara Press” has cor- 
respondents from all the southern counties. 
who have given excellent descriptions of 
the country and its resources. | 
_ The great need of all the interior south- 
ern counties, and of the entire coast south 
of Santa Barbara, is irrigation. With fer- 
tile soil, and climates favorable to a vast 
range of productions, the rainfall is so slight 
that an artificial water. supply is ‘required. 
The San Joaquin, Kings, Kern and other 
rivers, and the Tulare and several smaller 
lakes, contain water enough to irrigate the 
larger share of the southern valleys, and 
at elevations sufficient to ensure a proper 
flow. A few irrigating canals have been 
constructed, the largest of which has been 
made by the San Joaquin and Kings River 
Canal and Irrigation Company, which canal 
is forty miles long, and is capable of irrigat- 
ing 100,000 acres of land. Artesian wells 
have been sunk in San Bernardino, San 
Diego and some other counties, and a fine 
supply of water secured for small tracts. 

The work accomplished by irrigating 
enterprises is very small in comparison 
with what remains to be achieved. It has 
been proposed that the State construct ex- 
tensive irrigating canals, and establish 


« equitable rates to allconsumers. This plan 


‘has been very successful in Italy, and would 
probably be of equal benefit to this State ; 
‘but whether done by the State, or by priv- 
ate parties, the full prosperity of every por- 
tion of Southern California can only be as- 
sured by a complete system of irrigation. 

In the absence of sufficient moisture for 
crops, the raising of cattle and sheep has 
been the principal resource in several coun- 
ties, and wool-growing has been consider- 
ved the most profitable of industries ; but 
we observe Messrs. Jewett Bros, of Kern 
‘County, have withdrawn their fine flocks of 
sheep from mountain ranges to fields of al- 
falfa near Kern River, finding it more ad 
vantageous to keep them on irrigated lands. 
The no-fence law enacted by the last Leg- 
islature for Fresto, Kern and other coun- 
ties, has decreased the number and increas- 
ed the quality of cattle, and given addition- 
al incentives to tillers of the soil. 

Fruit culture has been especigJly remun- 
erative in Los Angeles and San Bernardino 
counties, where grapes, oranges, Jemons, 
limes, bananas and olives have been suc- 
cessfully raised. The'Los Angeles orang- 
' ws are considered superior to the Messina, 
so abundant in the New York market, and 
even the Florida oranges donot excel them 
in size or flavor.

Watering Plants in Summer. 


Plants growing: in the open ground and fully 
exposed to the sun, are frequently ruined by 
the very means taken to save them—by wauter- 
ing in hot, dry weather. Gengrally, merely the 
surface of the ground is wet, and the moisture, 
soon evaporates, leaving the soil dry and hard 
—almost impervious to air a8 well as to the 
dews. But this is not the only, nor the great- 
est evil which results from the watering which 
plants get. ‘The temporary superficial moict- 
ure causes the roots to seek the surface, where, 
in the intervals between the waterings, the 
heat and drouth destroy them, and the plants 
become stunted or die outright. The remedy 
lies ina more thorough irrigation, and in a dil- 
ferent mode of applying the water. Iv the 
case of young trees and large herbaceous 
plants, the best way is to carefully scrape 
away the soil around them to the depth of an 
inch or two, forming a hollow basin into which 
sufficient water should be poured to moisten 
well the ground as widely and as deeply as the 
roots extend. When the water has souked in, 
the dry earth should be returned, which will 
prevent a speedy evaporation. Among smull 
plants, which cannot be treated in this way, 
make holes with an iron rod or a sharpened 
stake several inches in depth, and fill them with 
water which will thus reach the deepest roots. 
—[ Rural Carolinian. \

Pampntets.— Part Three, of “ Our 
First Hundred Years” has been for- 
warded tous. We should be able to 
judge better of the publication if the 
first two numbers had also been sent.

We have no 
doubt that for the most part the compi- 
lation is well done, but it represents the 
Central Chinese School as established, 
or about to be established, at Oakland, 
instead of in this city. But such a 
manual is a great convenience for pas- 
tors of churches, and we hope it will be 
a@ stimulus to them in presenting the 
cause before their people. These pages 
contain cuts df several buildings occu- 
pied by several of the principal colleges:

Granite Mill at Fall River should not 
pass unheeded. Its costly lesson should 
be quickly and fully learned. There is 
many a mill in New England in which 
hundreds are employed, having but one 
staircase to six or seven stories,and this 
usually situated in the front and center 
of the mill, as at Fall River, so that a 
fire catching at or near the stair case 
tower on any floor makes a repetition of 
Saturday’s tragedy inevitable. In many 
cases there are “‘ fire-escapes,”’ consisting 
of a small perpendicular ladder, with 
platforms which would contain but few 
persons, But these are of no particular 
use to panic-stricken women and chil- 
dren fleeing for life. In some mills the 
only staircase tower is at one corner of 
the building, rendering it necessary for 
some to traverse the entire length of 
the building to reach a means of exit. 
The duty of every mill owner is plain. 
He should at once build broad stair- 
cases at-each end of his mill and in the 
center of it, if it be a long one,”’ Sev- 
eral times we have called the attention 
of people building halls, churches, 


‘| hotels, pavilions, and theaters, to the 


propriety of having doors and stairways, 
outside and inside, of every corner of the 
building, when large, and of having the 
main doors swing outward so that the 
surging of a crowd against them shall 
burst them open, and not effectually 
close them against all egress. The wise 
builders of the Palace Hotel will no 
doubt see that the doorways are many 
and large, and the stairways numerous, 
from top to bottom.

The income of the 
University from tuition and other 
sources is expected to meet its expenses, 
which will amount to about $8000, for 
next year. The Napa College has as 
sets amounting to $34,571 and liabilities 
amounting to about $11,000. 


The Baptist has a cheery letter from 
Rev. B. 8. McLafferty, of Oakland, from 
which we extract the following: ‘‘ Our 
beautiful house of worship is not to be 
taken from us. Upon the last day of 
grace given by our creditors, we raised 
and paid, the sum of $8500. Thus at 
one stroke, is blotted out nearly one- 
half of the sam of our liabilities as a 
church. In addition to this, we have 
secured a reduction of two per cent. 
upon the annual rate of interest paid. 
Our burdens now do not exceed our 
ability to bear them. Our brethren, 
taking up their residence in ‘Oakland 
need not fear to cast in their lot with us. 
We are realizing more and more, daily, 
‘‘ how good and how pleasant it is for 
brethren to dwell together in unity.” 

McLafferty will allow a friend 
who was once a fellow-laborer with him 
in one of the most pleasant villages of 
California, to congratulate him upon 
this success, and to congratulate the 
church to which he ministers upon the 
pastor whom God has brought to them.

The coinage of the U. S. Mint in this 
city for the month of September amounted 
to $2,570,000, of which $2,260,000 was in 
Double Eagles, $271,000 in Trade Dollars, 
and $39,000 in Half Dollars. Last year 
the coinage in the corresponding month 
was $2,264,500. | 

The Central Pacific Railroad Company 
have commenced the construction of a large 
and elegant passenger depot on Seventh 
St., near Broadway, in Oakland, to accom- 
modate the local travel to and from this 
city. This will be a great convenience to 
the thousands who daily cross the ferry. 

Since the charter of the steamships Van- 
couver and Vasco de Gama by the Pacific 
Mail S. S. Co., the line of sail vessels be- 
tween San Francisco and Hong Kong has 
been renewed by the agents of the China 
Trans-Pacific Steam-hip Company. The 
ship Malay, which is now receiving cargo, 
will be the first of the line to sail. 

A few years ago, large shipments of 
syrups were made from New York and 
Boston to San Francisco. Now.the tide 
has turned, and we are exporting Califor- 
nia Golden Syrup to those cities. 1500 
bbls of this article are now loading for New 
York on the ship “ Edith.” In many other 
products, a.similar gratifying change has 
occurred. 

A catalogue of the James Lick real es- 
tate to be sold at auction on the 17th of 
November has been published in pamphlet 
form, and the descriptions of the property 


are accompanied by es The sale 
will take place at Pliatt’s Hall, and will un- | 
doubtedly be largely attended. On ac- 


count of the charitable objects of the sale, 
it is hoped that good prices may be realized. 

A fine specimen of bituminous coal has 
for a short time been on exhibition at the 
Mechanics Fair in this city. It was obtain- 


ed from thé Ione Coal mine on the Arroyo 
Seco Grant in lone valley, the present 
terminus of the Stockton and Ione valley 


Narrow Gauge Railroad. The specimen ) 


is 7 feet long, 2 feet wide and 1 foot thick, 
and is considered of superior quality. 


The Pacific Mail Steamship Company’s 
magnificent iron steamer City of Peking 


sailed from New York on the 26th ult., and 
is expected to arrive here by the 15th of 
November, as she will call only at Panama. 
In New York, Boston and other Eastern 
cities this remarkably fast American-built 
steamer was visited by thousands of admir- 
ers, and will doubtless receive equal atten- 
tion in San Francisco. 


The San Francisco Land, Building, and 
Railroad Company filed its articles of in- 
corporation on the 3oth ult. Its objects 


are to improve land, erect buildings, secure 
loans by mortgages, and to build a street 
railroad. The latter is to commence at the 
intersection of Mission and Twenty-Sixth 
streets, and run thence along Mission 
street and the county road to Crescent 
Avenue ; thence along Crescent Avenue to 
Silver Avenue near Amherst street ; thence 
along Silver Avenue through streets of the 
University Mound survey to Henry street ; 
thence along Henry street to the San 
Bruno road, thence easterly to the present 
terminus of the Potrero and Bay View 
Railroad on Railroad Avenue. The dis- 
tance is four miles. The capital stock of 
the company is $1,000,000, divided into 
shares of $100 each. This new railroad 
will be a great convenience to suburban 
residents. 


We learn that the North Pacific Coast 
(Narrow Gauge) Railroad Company have 
leased the Contra Costa Railroad. and 
steamers for the term of ninety nine years. 
The lessees ‘are to run ‘three double trips 
per day to San Rafael, via San Quentin, 
and the samé number on their own road to 
San Rafael, via Saucelito. The fare for a 
single round trip'will not exceed fiity cents, 
and passengers will be allowed to go one 
way and return another. The wide gauge. 
of the San Quentin route will be changed 
to a narrow gauge, and the San Francisco 
terminus will be at the new wharf at the 
foot of Green street, as soon as completed, 
which wil] bein about four weeks. The 
opening of the’ Sautelito route will take 
place about the 43th inst. This arrange- 
ment will increase the suburban value and | 
importance of San Rafael, and offer especi- 
al inducement to excursionists. 

Commutation tickets will be sold at $6 
per month, or $9 per month for man and 
wife.

15 miles. It is expected that traffic will be 
largely divided from the Napa Valley in con- 
sequence of the completion of this road. ~ 


The “ Foot Hill Tidings,” of Grass Valley, 
farnishés the following item. The raisin grape 
most esteemed by many is the Feiher Zagos, a 
white, thin skinned, sweet, and well fluvored 
variety, having only one or two small seeds to 
the berry. Mr. P. L. Stull, of Penn Valley, 
brought us a sample lot of this variety yester- 
day, and all who tasted proclaimed them the 
best eating grape brought to the market this 
year. 

The “San Mateo Gazette,” of Redwood 
City, mentions that W. C. Ralston’s dam, 
located above Belmont, will be completed, at 
a cost: not exceeding $30,000 and on or be 
fore the middle of this moath. There will be 
no delay in or doubt about the construction of 
the proposed road from Belmont to the San, 
Andres Valley. Mr. Ralston will build one- 
half of it, puting his men to work so soon as 
they finish the dam. 


From the “ Contra Costa Gazette” we learn 
that the large blocks of stone from Tucker’s

Landing, for shipment. to Napa, where they 
are to be used in the structure of the octagon 
tower of the new asylam building, show what 
a beautifal quality of stone the ledge furnishes.

We clip the following from the “Oakland 
Transcript.”’ James Dalziel, on Broadway, 
above Twelfth street, is now making a “ superb 


egg beater.” It consists of a round vessel, like 
the ordinary milk churn, made of hard tin ; in- 
side is a rod passing through the cover, and 
connected at the bottom with three layers of 
tin saucers, perforated with holes. The hand 
is made to work the rod up and down, beating 
eggs for puddings, cakes, etc.; likewise it can 
be used for churning butter. 


The “ Santa Barbara Press,” of the 26th 
alt., has a vigorous editorial advocating the 
building of a narrow-gauge railroad from 


Santa Barbara to Guadalupe, to connect with 
the railroad now building from San Luis 
Obispo. It says “the advantages of such a 
road, if built immediately, would be incalcula-

The “ Alameda Encinal” informs us that 
last Monday the Board of Supervisors entered 
into a formal contract with the Pacific Bridge 


Company to build the drawbridge across San 
Leandro bay, to connect Bay Farm Island 
with the Alameda main land. The work was 
commenced at once—the frame work for the 
draw being wrought out in San Francisco. 
In a.few weeks—say by the first of November 
—the Islanders will rejoice in direct and posi- 
tive communication with the town. 


The “San Bernardino Argus” states that 
Mr. August Winkler, of that place, has fully 


demonstrated that by artificial means he can 
congeal our artesian water and make ice, hard 
as marble and pure as an icicle in a very short 
time, and at the cost of a few pounds of char- 
coal. On Saturday, he showed several of his 
friends blocks of ice much more solid than ice 
from the mountaivs, and also ice formed in 
jars and bottles, which would remain unmelted 
in the warmest climate several hours. He will 
engage in the manufacture of ice quite exten- 
sively.

The Culp process ” of. curing to 
differs materially from all others, and. is 
used by alarge majority of the growers in 
this State, who consider it superior to the 
methods hitherto in use. In this process, 
cutting is commeneed after the dew and 
moisture have dried off the plant, and it is 
allowed to lie until well wilted, to prevent 
breakage by handling. It is then placed 
in piles from 14 to 24 inches deep, accord- 
ifg «to the weather and” orhér\circum- 
stances, where it remains until it-generates 
heat up to 100 degrees for Havana and 110 
degrees for Florida. It.is next hung in 
racks nearly horizontal, with aslight angle 
downward from the butt to point, where the
